While these arrangements. for the 
Ambassador were admirable to a degree, 
Ja much more satisfactory aspect was 
the number of British subjects who, sharing 
the pride of their nation in honouring the 
King's representative, attended the ceremony 
lon ‘The Bund and greeted him from a distance 
lby their presence although they stood outside 
the roped-off enclosure. In past, the 
arrival or departure of a British official has 
‘been either a family affair or a mere matter 
‘of coremony accorded to the rank involved. 
Rorely did more than a handful of curicus 
passers-by do more than pause to glance at the 
Proceedings, and the change was left for 
newspaper "reporters and photographers to 
record. On Feb. 24, however, was a pleasant 
contrast for a comparatively inrge number of 
Brilish subjects turned out to make the Am- 
bossador feel that his arrival is not a coldly 
Joflcial transfer of a diplomat but a matter in 
which the British community is profoundly 
concerned in these unprecedented times.

Since then, 
‘of course Japan has brought in much more 
‘modern machines, and some thousands of bomb- 
ing flights have ‘been made, the most distant 
Interior point reached being’ Chungking, while

IN SOUTH CHINA 


In spite of reports to the contrary, informed 
circles remain a little sceptical about Japanese 
plans to land a force at present in South China 
for an altack on Canton. From the more 
obvious quarters of approach, Canton is well 
defended, while from other sections, such as 
ISwatow and Amoy, landings and advances into 
the interior might prove an unnecessarily 
fsborious ond dificult task, with the ultimate 
gains very much a matter of speculation. Amoy. 
itself, “according .to foreigners who recently 
visited the port, is three paris deserted. Whole 
streets of shops are closed, and the only persons 
to be seen are police men and occasionally 
members of the Peace Preservation Corps. A 
[Japanese light cruiser ties outside the harknur 
fcntrance and keeps a sharp look-out on ships 
entering and leaving. ‘There are few experts 
from Amoy except’ fruits and vegetables. 
Swatow is in hardly better condition. There 
lare very few troops to be seen in the eily. It 
fhas “not suffered from the same amount of 
bombing as has Amoy. But trade has been very 
severely handicapped by the practically com- 
piete disruption of the Chinese shipping services 
info the interior.

FICTION AND FACT 


‘The chairman of the Tientsin British Chamber 
‘of Commerce, speaking recently at the annual 
general meeting of the chamber, drew attention 
fo the manner in which Japanese assurances as 
to the sanctity of neutral third party interests 
are being observed in north China. Tt appears 
that soon afler the occupation of Paotou by the 
Japanese troops, all Chinese wool merchants, 
‘were ordered to register their stocks with the 
Japanese authorities who thereupon sealed the 
premises in which the wool was stored. About 
three months ago the Japanese purchased 33,000 
bales on the basis of $75.80 a picul clean weight, 
paid for in Meng Chiang notes, or the old Three 
Eastern Provinces Notes surcharged with the 
name of the Bank of Manchoukuo and later 
by the Bank of Charnan. ‘The cargo was then 
transported into Manchoukuo. ‘The value of 
the Meng Chiang notes is at present maintained 
by what is practically exchange control.

‘It need scarcely be, pointed out,” 
the protest continues, “that that un- 
TawfUl regime was born of Japanese 
‘aggression and is being controlled 
and maintained by Japanese mili 
‘arists, 

“Practically all the nations of the 
world have steadfastly adhered to 
the prlneiple of non-recognition in 
respect of the puppet organization, 
‘and the fact that it was brought into 
existence entirely by the military 
force of Japan has been formally a: 
mitted by Germany herself as well 
as by the rest of the world.

POINTS OF VIEW 
Feb, 23. 


It is clear from the speech of the Prime| 
‘Minister in the House of Commons on Mon- 
day that the differences between him and Mr.| 
Anthony Eden were really not so great as} 
‘was at first believed, for the assurance, that] 
she gave, that the British Government would 
desire to obtain the League's approval for' 
‘any ageeement which might be made with! 
Italy, indicates that it is still his desire to 
reach a settlement acceptable to the League 
as a whole. Whether this is an afterthought 
arising out of Mr. Eden’s resignation, or some- 
thing ‘of which the latter knew before he 
‘took the step he did is not known, but if the| 
Prime Minister had made that clear. when the 
dispute first arose it is somewhat difficult: to} 
understand the attitude Mr. Eden adopted. 
‘The British Government, Mr. Chamberlain 
said, regarded the settlement of the Spanish 
problem as essential to any agreement. So,| 
it is believed, did Mr. Eden, but Mr. Cham- 
berlain suggests that the real erux of the| 
whole matter was a difference of opinion as to 

+ Ttalian good faith in the whole matter. The| 
former Foreign Secretary was dubious; the 
‘Prime Minister, on the other hand, is confident| 
that the Italian Government will approach| 
the negotiations in the same spirit as the 
British, namely in perfect good faith and with, 
fa desire to reach agreement. It has to be 
admitted that Mr. Eden's opinion is founded| 


may have been the reason for some of Italy's] 
diplomatic manceuvres in the past, it has been| 
apparent for some considerable time that| 
there was a strong suspicion in some in- 
fluential British circles concerning Italian| 
bona fides. Even Mr. Chamberlain is not| 
prepared to admit that the actions of Italy| 
in the past have been satisfactory to him, but) 
there is much more value in his addition to| 
that sentence of the phrase “but I am con 
cerned with the future and not the past.” 
‘That is very clearly the opinion of the! 
majority of the Cabinet which would not| 
have supported the Prime Minister had it 
been otherwise. Great Britain has to _ be| 
concerned with the future and if she decides 
to overlook what has happened in the past| 
‘and negotiate with Italy at Rome, she has in| 
taking that decision given ample evidence of 
her good faith vis-i-vis of Italy, and by the 
Prime Minister’s assurance regarding the 
League vis-i-vis of its members. 
Nevertheless the decision of the majority 
of the Cabinet is a serious one. If there has| 
been no change of the Italian heart, if a final 
settlement is not reached because of in-| 
transigeance over one or other of the Italian 
essentials the inevitable failure of the negotia- 
tions would amount to a severe rebuff to the| 
Cabinet and the British Empire, with the result| 
that that situation would be considerably wors-| 
ened instead of improved. Italian acceptance| 
of the British formula regarding Spain may, 
‘and should be accepted as an indication of good 
faith, as really showing an inclination to| 
settle the matter once and for all. ‘The rate 
Of progress towards a settlement will present 
4 test of Italian intentions.. Recognition of| 
the Italian Empire in Abyssinia, upon which| 
Italy has so consistently insisted, need not! 
prove an insuperable stumbling block. Mr. 
‘Chamberlain has formally given the assurance 





‘7,| that whatever agreement is reached will be 


submitted to the League for approval. It is| 
inconceivable that Britain would go to the 
League and ask it to approve of a settlement 
including such recognition in view of its 
present attitude in the matter. It is, never- 
theless, possible that the League itself may. 
find it'desirable to change its policy in that| 


| regard, especially in view of the disposi-' 


tion of certain countries to change their own| 
‘outlook on the subject, and if the Italian 
Government were to consent to let this ques- 
tion remain in abeyance for the time being, 
there scems to be little reason why other 
outstanding problems should not be solved! 
and a contribution thereby made to the peace 
of Europe. It is obvious, therefore, that Mr. 
Chamberlain desires to effect a compromise 
with Italy in which concessions will have to} 
‘be made on both sides, not the least important 
‘of which would be for Rome, to drop, at 
least for the time being, its insistence upon| 
recognition of the Empire. 

The gravity of Mr. Chamberlain's decision’ 
is not only national, as has already been 
shown, but &lso personal. Should he fail to 
come to some agreement with Italy he will 
have met with a diplomatic reverse which| 
may sadly affect ultimate historical estimates 
of his career, That may be a little matter to! 
him in view of the gravity of the situation. It is| 
perfectly clear that he is determined to take the 
chance, realizing that, if he succeeds, he will 
have made such an elrenicon that will justify 
the grave risks he is running. But it must be| 
remembered that the desire for the reopening, 
of Anglo-Italian djscussions came originally, 
from Rome. ‘To have refused the request 
would have been to have administered a re-| 
buff to Italy which would only add to the 
resentment already expressed in Rome. That} 
equest has been backed up by the acceptance| 
by the Italian Government of the British} 
formula concerning the withdrawal of for-| 
eign volunteers from Spain and the granting. 
of belligerent rights. ‘Those hostile to the 
Prime Minister's policy as now expressed will 
regard that action as.an example of adroit] 
strengthening of Mr. Chamberlain's position| 
before the Houre of Commons. It may very| 
well be, but on the other hand it is not! 
unwise to believe that it is but corroboration| 
of the Italian desire which Count Grandi| 
communicated to the Prime Minister 
February 10. That, at least, is how it is 
viewed by the Cabinet. Thus with the] 
definite assurance which Mr. Chamberlain has 
given concerning Britain's loyalty to the 
League and the prima facie display of real! 
earnestness on the part of Italy, there is| 
foundation for the belief that it is possible to| 
arrive at some sort of compromise, within, so 
far as Great is concerned, the frame- 
work of the League, and, if this is so, the! 
anxiety which has been expressed in some| 
countries concerning the British Cabinet| 
crisis, may in the event prove to be entirely| 
unfounded, In all events this is certain—it) 
would be ari act of folly if what appears to| 
be a ready avenue out of the present impasse| 
were not patiently and thoroughly explored.

censure has been defeated by a reasonable! 
enough majority of 330 to 168. It is not so 


‘emphatic a defeat as supporters of the Prime| 
Minister would undoubtedly have liked to| 
have'scen, for it is clear from the figures 
that there must have been over one hundred| 
abstentions. Had these latter voted for the 
| Opposition Mr. Chamberlain would still have 
‘carried the day, but the fact that so many 
members of the House of Commons failed to| 
vote upon so momentous an issue must give| 
rise to some anxiety, for it would undoubtedly 
have been better if'the opinion of the whole| 
House had been shown in the results of the] 
division. Nevertheless the most significant] 
portion of the debate was that portion of the| 
Prime Minister's speech in which he posed| 
the question:—"Do we desire to have con-| 
versations with Italy or not? If we do the| 
sooner we have them the better.” ‘The result! 
of the vote showed a substantial majority of| 
the House to be of the same opinion. As has} 
already been pointed out initial overtures to-| 
wards this end came from Italy, and it would) 
have been in all probability unwise to have 
replied with a refusal which in the cireum~ 
stances could not have been anything but! 
abrupt. It is when the Prime-Minister deals| 
with the position of Great Britain vis-a-vis of] 
the League of Nations that some amazement| 
must be felt. In a very fighting speech! 
‘Mr. Chamberlain is downright in his 
Jeriticism of the League of Nations. He| 
has summed up what has been growing in the 
minds of many for a considerable time past, 
the opinion that the League has failed in the| 
purpose for which it was designed. There: 
cannot be the slightest doubt that this con-| 
tention is largely true, but it should always} 
be borne in mind that the League has] 
achieved too much in some directions,—un- 
doubtedly not in the main one for which it 
was framed,—to permit it being dubbed a) 
complete failure. 


‘The Prime Minister looks upon the League 
of Nations as designed to bring about the 
collective security of a number of States to 
prevent aggression, or, if aggression is under 
{aken, to stop it and’ punish the aggressors. 
“Does anybody here,” he asked, “believe that) 
the League of Nations, as it is constituted 
day, affords collective security for anybody? 
He warned the House against deluding itself 
or permitting the weak nations of the world 
to be deluded into the belief that the League 
will protect them against aggression, and in 
doing so tore away the veil, surrounding the| 
potentialities of the League’ and revealed it 
Jn its inability to perform its primary func- 
tion. Yet he does not propose to leave the 
League, because he believes that it could be 
reconstituted, and because it had valuable 
work to do, he would not tear up a single 
article, not even Article XVI of the Covenant| 
in the hope that some day a reconstituted 
League might be able really to use the powers 
‘and functions which it had originally been 
jsiven. That is a very plain statement that 
fevents have proved the League to have lost 
much of its virlue, that in some aspects of 
international politics it has no longer the 
potency which it was hoped it would have, 
and that, making the best of a bad bargain, 
it is better to look these facts in the face 
and realize what they mean. It has proved 
itself unable to enforce sanctions because of 
the impossibility of securing complete un- 
animity” amongst member states, and it is 
‘obvious that the Prime Minister considers a 
Covenant which has no teeth in it is to a 
great extent worthless. The difference be- 
tween Mr. Chamberlain and his former 
Foreign Secretary is an important one. The 
latter presented to the aggressor nations an 
inflexible opposition calculated to increase 
their irritation: Mr. Chamberlain desires to 
follow a policy which will seek to explore 
every means of European appeasement. He 
docs not intend to depart from the principles 
fof the League, but within its framework 
Sesires to discover how much agreement ean 
be reached with Italy. It is clear that, if 
Maly insists upon recognition of its empire 
in Abyssinia as an essential preliminary, the 
proposed conversations must fail so long as 
the League persists in its present attitude on 
that subject. It has reéently been shown that 
the Scandinavian countries are uneasy about 
that fact, and may seck to change the League's 
point of view. 

‘There will be many who will argue that, if 
in order to maintain its existence the Lea 
has to make a sacrifice of principle such as 
this, it does not deserve to continue. Tt is 
a perfectly yood argument, but if in its 
existence it fails of the main purpose for 


























callective security but contributes to collec 
tive insecurity, there will be many who will 
argue that the sooner it is ended the better. 
That is not Mr. Chamberlain's view. He has| 
definitely asseried his belief in the merits, or| 
possible merits of the League, but makes it] 
perfectly plain that, unless they can.be practi- 
cally demonstrated to the satisfaction of him| 
self and his Cabinet, he and they must take! 
such steps as will afford the British Empira| 
the greatest possible protection having in view! 
the realities of the world situation. That the| 

ime Minister's pronouncement will bring 
dismay to the hearts of the supporters, and| 
believers in the ultimate efficacy of the 
League is not to be doubted. It is one of the| 
most striking announcements that have been| 
made for many years past. That it will oreate| 
an enormous amount of controversy seems to| 
be inevitable, but it seems that the time had| 
come for these things to be said. ‘They make 
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which it was conecived, fails to secure that] bes 


bitter reading, but necessary. On the other 
hand they place the matter fairly and squarely 
‘before the Italian Government, The Prime 
Minister in effect says he realizes wherein 
the League fails, he is still loyal to its prin 
ciples, but is prepared to face the realities of 
the situation, always bearing in mind that 
loyalty. ‘There can, therefore, be no doubt 
as to the British policy which'has now been 
enunciated. It does not necessarily mean that 
there has been any substantial change in it, 
trough it may be inferred that it will not 
now be applicd with quite the same rigidity 
as has been the case in the past,

the Japanese, development ‘of that part. of 
the country, ‘The general scheme which ap= 
pears to ‘have Been. formilated requires 
mich expenditure expecially for Investment 
in and repair of railways, ports, harbours 
nd. river improvements and te’ estabish= 
ment of large indusisial enterprises, For 
xample, It is Yeported. that five spinning 
mills belonging to Japanese are being 
Constructed in Tientsin, the Nakayarna Steel 
Works. is now expanding He plant in, the 
ame cily, while the ‘Toyoda interests have 
Fecently purchased site for the assembling 
of motor ears. In adaition to these there are 
plans afoot for the immediate operation of 
E paper mi company, andthe establishment 


























0f chemical works, ‘dyc-stuit works, and 
an-milling works.’ At the present time the 
Japanese industrial interests in Tientsin 


cover 49 factories, representing an investment 
of Yen 126,703,000, and from the estimate of 
the further amount required it is apparent 
that the immediate Japanese programme 
amounts to the approximate multiplication 
by nine of the amount of money which has 
already been invested in Tientsin. From the 
list of undertakings whieh the Japanese con- 
template it would seem that a substantial 
number of them will pay no profits for a 
fair number of years. It is even suggested 
that it may be necessary to contemplate 
something in the nature of an eight year 
plan, Much of the requifed investment will 
have {0 go into the re-establishment of 
amenities already destroyed either during 
the fighting or by the Chinese in their retreat 
before the Japanese invasion, 








It is clear from what Mr. Goette says that 
the Japanese can depend upon little or no , 
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Chinese capital support. ‘That must be so,| 
for the first to flee in a case of trouble are 
the wealthy, and the last to return when] 
peace is restored are the same privileged 
class, This will be especially true of the 
Chinese in North China where, added to 
thelr natural fears, is a suspicion that they 
may be reduced to a condition of servitude 
somewhat different from the liberty which 
they possessed under their own possibly 
faulty régime. The Japanese up to the| 
present have provided a budget of approxi- 
mately Yen 7,250 million as their estimated 
war costs until the end of this year, That 
very obviously is not the ond of the demands| 
which have to be made upon them, for if 
the rehabilitation of North China is going] 
to cost the Japanese in eight years alone| 
‘Yen 1,000 million, what will be the cost when| 
they have to undertake the reconstruction 
of the other vast areas which have now 
passed under their control or which may be 
expected s0 to do before hostilities come to! 
anend? It has been stated that the Japanese 
are able to finance a war up to the extent] 
‘of Yen 50,000 million, ‘That, it is to be 
presumed, ‘represents the money they are 
prepared to Jay out on the actual: necessaries] 
of warfare, But, when the magnitude of the] 
figure is considered, it becomes plain that] 
post-war endeavours are likely to be just as| 
‘expensive as those which they are at present! 
incurring, if not more so, It has been fre~| 
quently stated by, Japanese authorities that! 
they would heartly welcome the co-opera~ 
tion of foreign capital in the areas of which| 
they are now the conquerors, but in view 
vf the fact that so much of the money im- 
mediately to be laid out will not for years| 
be profitable,—apart from any political con- 
siderations—it is unlikely that foreign] 
investors will be easily prevailed upon to) 
supply such large sums of money as on the 
face of it appear to be necessary. 











SHANGHAI'S FUTURE 
Feb. 26. 


Some months ago a scheme was mooted by| 
business men in Manila to bring about a! 
‘usurpation of Shanghai's place as the chief 
port of the Far East, by the Philippine city. 
Tt was believed that Shanghai was then suffer~ 
ing so much destruction that the work of 
rehabilitation would be so large, and the time 
in which it could be done so long that prompt, 
effective action by Manila interests could 
prevent her ever regaining her preeminence 
in Far Eastern trade, ‘The idea seems to be 
founded on the belief that the port machinery’ 
fof Shanghai had suffered so much damage 
that, “during the period of restoration, if 
Manila summoned up enough enthusiasm it 
could outpace any Shanghai efforts and 
capture most of the business of the latter 
city. Mr. Paul V, McNutt, U.S. High Com-' 
missioner to the Philippines is now, according 
to @ United Press despatch, supporting the 
idea, probably being fully acquainted with 
the situation as a result of his recent visit 
to Shanghai to discuss Philippines matters 
with Admiral H. E, Yarnell. Mr. McNutt is 
reported as saying that he foresaw the suc- 
cessful prospect of a transfer to Manila of| 
many trading activities now conducted at| 
Shanghal, Commerce, he is quoted as saying, 
could be handied on a large scale in Mantta| 
just.as well as in Shanghai, and he drew 
Attention to the fact that twice Shanghai had 
been the focus of military activities in recent| 
years, causing shock to and disrupting the, 
ommerclal life of the port. ‘The destruction| 
fof Yokohama by earthquake in 1923, and the

{rophe did not deter the Japanese from re- 
building that port, nor will the now remote 
possibility of Shanghai being again subjected | 
to the strain she has eventually restrain com-

China, “It would be idle to contend that 
Shanghai's position from an economie point 
of view is invulnerable but it is contended| 
that despite reverses itis so strong as to make! 
it possible to offer a very stubborn resistance 
to any such scheme as that under considera- 
tion by some Manila interests, 

It has to be remembered that, while an 
enormous amount. of damage to industrial 
concerns was done during the hostilities| 
around Shanghai, the city’s essential services| 
have not suffered to anything like the same| 
degree, ‘The machinery of the port has not 
been very badly damaged, as the increasing] 
number of vessels handled in Shanghai 
readily proves. Tt is quite clear that were the 
Japanese to permit free utilization of the: 
whole of the Hongkew, Wayside and Yang- 
tszepoo districts, especially so far as th 
wharves and riverside godowns were con-' 
cerned, Shanghai would very soon be able 
to doa large amount of business, 1f conditions| 
{in the hinterland’ were returned to normal. 
Shanghai's facilities for handling cargo are| 
such that if and when the trade of the! 
‘Yangtze valley is again resumed, it will be! 
able to handle all that is required, with| 
something approaching the same ease as that| 
which existed before the outbreate of trouble. 
Industrially Shanghat is still eapable of being! 
supplied with cheap power, land is by no 
‘means expensive yet, and there are still large 
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be, idle but anxious to retam to work im-| pressed the hope that the forthcoming negotia~| 


mediately the opportunity offers. Municipal] 
taxation is not high, and so far as these 
‘aspects of the case are concerned there appear| 
to be no real obstacles to a rapid return to 
normal, or at least more rapid than many 
other cities would find possible in the circum-| 
stances, It has to be admitted that a great} 
‘deal depends upon the revival of the internal] 
trade of China, With scores of millions of 
people refugees from their homes, and the 
land being reduced to destitution, it will be 
some time before the excellent trade figures} 
of the fist seven months of last year are 
again to be recorded, no| 
trade there con be no cargo and Shanghai 
with its present equipment can handle that 
just as easily as can Manila with its more} 
limited resources. 3 

Interests’ in Manila may. very well regard] 
these proposals with a great deal of scepticism, | 
for they amount to a proposal that it should 
invest in preparations for the purpose of 
‘capturing Shanghai's commerce when condl-| 
tions in China permit of its being resumed. 
‘Manila would present no real threat to Hong-' 
kkong so far as south China is concerned. The| 
latter port is quite able to look after itself, 
‘and when it comes to making an onslaught! 
‘upon Shanghai's position it should be realized] 
that this city even now is in a position to} 
offer the sternest resistance to any competition] 
which Manila may care to attempt to offer. 
‘The Philippine port is too far from the seat] 
of ultimate disposition of sea-borne cargoes| 
to permit of its cutting out Shanghai in that] 
‘connection, ‘Transhipments mean increased | 
handling and consequently higher charges, 
‘and, unless Manila were able to offer con- 
siderably lower charges than those made by! 
Shanghai, it is difficult to see how any great| 
quantity of the trade normally passing] 
through this port could be diverted south~ 
wards. It is probably true that Manila could] 
handle commerce on a large scale as well as| 
‘Shanghai, but can it do it so much cheaper| 
fas to offset the disadvantages under which| 
‘Manila labours by reason of its geographical 
position? A glance at the map  seems| 
to give a ready answer, and while the] 
future of Manila as the chief port of the] 
Philippines seems to be assured, there is] 
nothing to indicate that it has before it any| 
possibility in the futuré of becoming an im- 
portant port with xegard to China's foreign] 
trade. The factots which contribute to the 
normal prosperity of Shanghai have not:been 
‘wiped out by the hostilities of recent months. 
‘Their operation, it is true, has been disrupted. 
‘They may remain disrupted for some con-| 
siderable time to come, but so long as the! 
geographical fact of China's existence re-| 
mains, so will all the attendant potentialities, 
and it is for these feasons that it is suggested) 
that Shanghai's economic future cannot be! 
denied, and that any threat from Manila need| 
not be’ taken too seriously. 











REASSURANCE 
Feb. 28. 


By the overwhelming majority of 439 to 
two, the French Chamber of Deputies~has 
passed a vote of confidence in the Chautemps 
Government, 174 of the deputies, fer some 
unexplained’ reason failing to vote. ‘The 
resolution specifically approved the declara~ 
tions made by the Government of its inten- 
tions to maintain peace and respect treaties 
within the framework of the principle of 
collective security and the League of Nations, 
and the support which was given the French 
Cabinet clearly shows that its foreign policy 
is acceptable to the Chamber. ‘That is of con~ 
siderable importance to the whole of Europe. 
It clearly warns the totalitarian states that, 
while there may be very considerable dif 
ference of opinion amongst French legislators 
‘on matters of domestic concern, when it comes| 
to the question of France's ‘foreign policy| 
there is a very real unity. On the other hand 
the result of the division should serve to 
reassure those in friendlier countries who 
have viewed recent occurrences in France 
with no little anxiety. ‘There have been many 
Britons, who in view of the insecurity of the 
average French Cabinet, and the, frequency 
with which political erises occur in France, 
have ‘come to regard France as a definite 
liability to Great Britain vis-A-vis of that 
nation’s poliey in Europe, that the instability 
‘of French Governments makes it unwise to 
depend too much upon them, and it is be- 
‘cause of that that considerable force has been 
given to the argument that the British Gov- 
fernnient would be well advised to look 
elsewhere for other and perhaps more de- 
Pendable friendships. ‘That view is now 
shown to be completely erroneous. ‘The vote 
demonstrates that the many different partis| 
in France are ready and willing to submerge 
all their differences into one common purpose 
directly the safety of France and its foreign 
poliey, is threatened. ‘Thus notice is served 
‘upon those nations. which would seek to fish 
in the troubled waters of French politics 
{hat when the Interests of the country are| 
threatened the men of all parties, no matter 
how much they may differ, are Frenchmen | 
first, and politicians afterwards.

Neville 
Chamberlain took the previous week-cnd, 
and, in making the statement he has, M. 
Chautemps has considerably reinforced the 
position of the British Prime Minister and at 
the same time administered a stinging rebuke 
to those erities in the House of Commons who 
contended that Mr. Chamberlain was betray-_ 
Ing Anglo-French friendship. Indeed M. 
Chautemps goes a long way with the British 
leader when he says that French policy would 
remain based on the League of Nations with- 
‘ut imperilling Franco-British co-operation, 
‘and his emphasizing of the fact that security| 
{s not based upon the Covenant of the League, 
but on international ententes the  most| 
precious of which was the one with Britain, 
‘The Premier's speech amounted to a definite 
declaration that he did not find Anglo-French 
relations disturbed by Mr. Chamberlain in~ 
sisting upon the adoption of his policy with| 
regard to the overtures from Italy, and it 
Js supported by the declaration of M.Delbos, 
Foreign Minister to ‘the effect that France 
loved: peace, but not peace at any price, 

‘The French attitude towards recent de- 
velopments in Central Europe was clearly 
set forth. France will not permit any foreig: 
Power to change the boundaries of Central 
Europe nor gain a foothold in Spain, “From| 
‘hat it is clear that she intends completely to 
protect her undeniable rights in the Mediter- 
Yanean and may be expected to support 
whatever demands Great Britain may even- 
tually have to make of Italy in this respect, 
Indeed the general tone of the specches| 
convey the impression that Frenchmen, no 
matter of what party, are at all times deter- 
mined to take energetic action in defence of 
the nation’s interests irrespective of where| 
they may be situated, Thus while there is no| 
{intention to intervene in the struggles which 
are at present going on in the world, it is| 
perfectly plain that France will not allow her 
interests to be harmed from whatever might 
‘emerge as settlements of these unhappy 
isputes. “The general result of the happen- 
ings of the past week should have an im-| 
Portant effect upon the situation in Europe. 
‘The complete solidarity between Great Britain| 
and France has been emphatically  de- 
monstrated, the community of their purpose| 
clearly shown; this may possibly contribute 
largely. to the successful settlement of Anglo-| 
Talian dificulties, and thereby pave the way’ 
for a better understanding between France 
and Italy, From that point of view the 
‘Chamber of Deputies has rendered a valuable 
contribution towards the stabilization of con-| 
ditions in Europe. It has done even more. 
It has assisted in showing the world that| 
the Anglo-French entente will go to very’ 
reat lengths in the service of peace; but there 
are limits, and the forthright statements of| 
M. Chautemps and Delbos, and of Mr, 
Chamberlain, should do much’ to remove any! 
misconceptions as to where both the Powers 
stand when it comes to common protection of] 
their interests. 

















MUNICIPAL ORCHESTRA 
‘March 1. 


It was inevitable that the publication by 
the Shanghai Municipal Council of the| 
estimates for the Orchestra for the coming 
financial year should attract attention, It is 
expected that this year much ink will be 
spilled before the matter comes before the 
annual meeting of ratepayers who will have 
to decide what shall be done about it, In| 
this connection it should be emphasized that| 
the letter by Economy appearing in these! 
columns on Sunday is based upon a*misap- 
prehension, “He appears to assume that the 
Council - has appropriated approximately 
{$200,000 for the upkeep of the Orchestra for! 
the next twelve months. It has, in fact, done! 
nothing of the sort: it has merely put forward 
the estimated cost of maintenance leaving the 
ultimate decision as to what shall be done in 
the hands of the ratepayers themselves, who 
are by no means commitied to any of the 
estimates which the Couneil presents annually 
‘until they have voted upon them, In order 
that readers may have the facts clearly before’ 
them, it is necessary that the whole question 
should be reviewed as briefly as. possible. 
Four determined attempts have been made,| 
in 1923, 1927, 1934 and 1935 either to 
abolish the Municipal Orehestra or to alter 
its complexion by handing over responsibility 
for its control to another body. In June 1935 


the Council requested the Orchestra and Band |" 


‘Committee to investigate the possibilities of] 
reorganizing the Orchestra on more econo- 
mical lines and to give consideration to the 
question of the desirability of retaining the| 
‘Orchestra as then constituted.. The Committee| 
eventually came to the conclusion that an 
annual saving of $78,000 could be made, 
reducing the cost of the Orchestra to under|

$200,000 by terminating then existing con-

In order to leave the new proposal fairly 
‘and squarely before the ratepayers the Budget 
for 1936 contained no’ provision for the 
Orchestra and the whole question was left in 
such @ manner, that an amendment to the 
Budget, proposed by a ratepayer and seconde 
by another was the only method by which 
the orchestra could be retained. An amend- 
ment to the Budget providing for the neces- 
sary $200,000 was duly proposed, seconded 
‘nd carried by a large majority. ' Proposing 
the amendment, the Rev. C, L. Boynton 
reduced the problem concerning the retention 
of the Orchestra to three main questions:— 


(a) Is the Municipal Councit at any time 
justified in maintaining any kind of 

‘orchestra at public expense?” 

1 s0, on what grounds is that expense 

justified at the present time? 

(c) What kind of Orchestra is justifiable in 
times like these? 


‘After answering those questions the proposer 
‘went on to contend that the maintenance of 
the Orchestra involved the expenditure of less 
than one per cent. of the then current budget; 
the abolition of the orchestra would ereate a 
new economic: problem of unemployment, 
While its retention would mean the con 
tinuance of the provision of a cultural facility 
which is considered in all civilized places 
worthy of support, ‘The same questions and 
‘the same contentions apply with equal force 
to-day, though the circumstances are very 
‘changed from 1936, The question, therefore, 
which the ratepayers, and not the Council, 
will have tq decide is whether the clreum- 
stances are so much changed that a reversal 
‘of the policy then decided upon has become 
imperative, Any two ratepayers can propose 
‘and second an amendment to the Budget. 
proposing the deletion of the estimates for the 
Orchestra and the question would then be 
Yor the annual meeting to decide. ‘The Couneit 
is committed to nothing and the ultimate 
fate of the Orchestra is in the hands of those 
who have to pay the bill, 

It is to be expected that the usual arguments 
for and against retention of the Orchestra 
will be freely adduced, but the only real 
‘question for consideration is as to whethe: 
the serious reverses which Shanghai has suf- 
fered as a result of Sino-Japanese hostilities 
have brought about a situation in which the 
continuance of the Orchestra or any other 
similar luxury for that matter becomes com- 
pletely inexcusable. Doubtless there will be 
some who would like to receive some guidance 
in the matter from the Municipal Council. 
On the face of it it would not appear to be 
very extravagant to continue spending one 
per cent, of the Budget outlay on so excellent, 
fan undertaking as the aggregation of talent 
‘which plays under the baton of M. Paci, Yet if it 
is, in the elreumstances, a gross extravagance, 
might not other expenditures be considered in 
the same light? It is the devout hope of most 
Shanghailanders that the difficult times through 
which the city is passing will have but a tem 
porary effect upon its fortunes, and that gloomy 
as the outlook appears to be now, brighter days, 
fare ahead. ‘Those who fecl that way will 
undoubtedly stress the finality of any decision 
to do away with the Orchestra, pointing out 
that once these talented men are dispersed 
it will be very diMoult to build up another 
orchestra, and, possibly, also very expensive. 
No one would dream for one instant of doing 
away with the parks. Yet they are luxuries, 
too, more extensively patronized and fulfilling 
‘a more necessary mission, Their cost to the 
ratepayers in 1936 was $308,000 net, again 
another small sum compared with the total 
Budget. ‘The support given to the Municipal 
Orchestra by this journal is no different this 
‘year from what it has been when controversy 
concerning it has raged in the past. It is true 
that the times are more serious than they 
have ever been before, but the decision which 
the ratepayers will have to reach is as to 
whether they are so desperate that the com= 
paratively ‘small expenditure which the 
Orchestra involves, would, if it were saved, 
be any real contribution to the fortunes of 

city.

Tn the arts there must of necessity be a 
considerable amount of very real enthusiasm, 
there would be no art if there were none, and 
the more enthusiastically people approach their 
‘subject the more sensitive are they likely to’ 
become on the one hand. and on the other the 
more severe the eritie. For criticism is just os 
much an art og the rest of them. "The diffe 
enees of opinion over music are at times just 
fs likely to lead to herole baitle as the differ~ 
fences between sinologues, and Shanghai has 
Witnessed some wordy struggles in connection 
with that subject. ‘The worst critic of all is 
hhe who approaches his subject from a com- 
pletely blasé point of view, praising with faint 
dams as often as he damns with faint praise. 
In his enthusiasm F.A. was not so felicitous 
in his use of English as he might have been, 
He has now frankly admitted it and properly 
apologized, and it is hope: that that will be 
the end of the matter.

Again at some un- 
knows date St. David became primate of Wales, 
moving. the seat of ecclesiastical government 
from “Crerleon to the remote headland of 
Mynyw, whieh, ever since, under the name of 
St Davie's has remained the seat of the 
western see. He is said to have founded a large 
umber of churches throughout Wales, whereof 
ft the present moment over fifty still recall his 
hame.

REMOVAL OF THE BOOM 

‘The report that Japanose salvage experts have} 
arrived to undertake the task of refloating the 
‘Steamers sunk in the boom off the Nantao Bund 
is good news for Shanghai. It means that a 
definite attempt is to be made to remove this! 
‘obstacle to shipping which 1s interfering with! 
the use of the channel and the wharves beyond 
the Nantao Bund. Six vessels of the Nisshin 
Kison Kaisha were sunk by the Chinese troops | 
when the boom was ereated at the beginning| 
of the hostilities. There are other Chinese| 
Vessels and there were many junks, but those] 
sMloat were burnt by the Japanese troops when 
the boom was penetrated after the retreat of! 
the Chinese. Local experts who have examined 
the situation believe that the refloating of the 
steamers and the removal of the boom do not 
present insuperable difficulties, It is believed 
that the sunken ships are resting on Chinese 
junks which, filled with cement, were sunk as a 
preliminary to the reinforcement by steamers, 
chiefly belonging to the N. K. K. While blocking 
fhe channel, the initial effoei of the boom was 
fo start a process of scouring which weakened 
the piling of the wharves on the Pootung side| 
‘of the Whangpoo in that vieinity, but since the 
boom was forced this has been remedied al- 
though It is still impossible for vessels of any 
size to proceed to the upper reaches of the 
Whangpoo. The efforts of the Japanese salvage 
experts should remedy this as well as restore 
{to thelr owners six good ships, one of which 
hhas found much admiration in the eyes of ship- 
ping experts. What Shanghai needs is the re- 
moval of this and other physical and ad- 
ministrative obstacles to shipping if it is to re- 
ain anything like its former position as a port. 
‘The step now contemplated is good and in the

When Mr. Tiefenbacher was 
half way across the bridge, and Dy. 
Birt was still on the near’ side, the 
Japanese soldier ran up from behind, 
‘shouting at them in Chinese to stop. 

‘The two men Immediately stopped, 
and the next thing that “happened 
was that the Japanese dealt Dr. 
Birt the ringing blow which caused 
his eye injuries. Tt appears that the 
handle’ of the dagger caught Dr. 
Birt's eye, causing it to bleed, and 
half-stunning him. ‘The Japanese 
repeated over and over again the 
words “English pig,", which, ape 
parently, were the ‘only words of 
English he was able to utter.

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FRENCH POLICE HALT 
JAPANESE TRUCKS 


Incident Holds Up Traffic in

Another incident regarding the 
passage of Japanese supply trucks 
through the French Coneession oc 
‘eurred during the lunch hour on Feb.

Every house that still stands in the 
terrace, off Juikin Road near East 
Yuhang Road, has beon damaged by 
shell oF fire ahd has been looted. One 
day Chinese soldiers were in posses- 
sion of the block—their sandbag barr. 
feades may still be seen—and the next 
day the Japanese marine occupied it 
But through it all an elderly Chinese 
watchman and his 7-year-old daughter 
remained and are still living at 117 
Sulkin Road, of which now only the 
Ground floor stands, daylight, even 
showing where a shell sheared off a 
part of its outside wall near the 
ceiling. 





Only for a day or so did Foo Soong. 
Ling and his “tiny daughter, Sia 
Voong, leave their abode and hide in 
other houses to keep out of the actual 
hand-to-hand sighting. ‘They never 
left the district,” however, and they 
hhave not been “south of the Creek” 
since ‘last summer. ‘They are the 
only family that stayed in the area 
through the weeks of shelling, bomb: 
Jing, close-range Aghting and fires, 
fand are still there. In other houses 
near-by the curious intruder some 
times comes upon human bones, at- 
testing death by. violence or from 
starvation, Old Foo and his child 
escaped unseratehed, ‘The tittle girl 
is the pleture of health and cheerful- 
ness, and the father complains only 
‘of a dropsical condition of his legs 
due to an Insuffielency of vegetables.

If you ask Foo why he did not 
leave’ like the rest of the Chinese 
population he will answer that the 
Tittle house, now redueed to one 
storey, was his home and that he had 
the alleyway to look after. Te is still 
the watchman in that terrace althoui 
there is certainly nothing to watch. 
Indeed ‘one has to be a bit of a 
‘mountain goat to get to old Foo's 
doorstep—front or back—so high are 
the bricks piled on all sides. 
‘once inside the place, you feel as if 
the celling might come down at any 
time or the front eave in, But Foo 
will not shift to one of the safer 
houses in the next terrace. It would. 
ook bad indeed. if the people re+ 
turned and found the watchman in 
possession!

Many a Person’s Dark Secret 
Now Being Given Away 


Full information concerning the 
names, ages, sexes, relatives, birth- 
places’ and other such relevent ‘mat- 
ter pertaining to Shanghai residents, 
is now belng provided to Shanghal 
house-wives by thelr kindly compra- 
dores, the “North-China Herald’ 
discovered on Feb. 25. This informa- 
lon is being sent gratis along with 
the orders for jam, tinned soup, 
tomato sauce and other commodities, 
and the compradores have official 
authority for the authenticity of the 
data they are distributing so freely 
over Shanghai, 


‘This fact came to light when a|! 


house-wife took the trouble to ex- 
amine the white paper in which a 
small consignment ot goods» had 
arrived from the compradore that 
‘morning, She was startled to dis- 
cover before her almost the entire 
secrets of two. lives, one of a now 
deceased but formerly well-known 
British merchant, the other of a mis 
slonary and Jhis ‘wife, son and three 
daughters, 

Like all good house wives, she im- 
mediately ‘got into touch with the 
‘North-China Herald,” sending 
along the paper for examination: The 
‘goods she had. ordered it was found, 
had aetuelly. been wrapped up. in 
two of the "Alien Passport Examina~ 
tion” forms formerly issued to all 
Incoming passengers by the Passport 
OMce of the City Government of 
Greater Shanghal, ‘These two pieces 
Of paper were pasted together, to 
form 9 becomingly white wrapper 
containing much more than it looked, 
Both were over 90 per cont. legible, 

Enquiries were promptly made at 
the compradore shop concerned. ‘The 
compradore, startled to hear what he 
‘was doing, collected up all is waste 
paper and discovered. that he had 
Several more of the filled-out forms 
still in-stock, 


From A Hawker 

‘Thinking back, he recalled having 
purchased the forms at the reason’ 
able price of one cent for two sheets 
froma hawker who appeared at the 
shop for the first time about a month 
‘ago and after two or three more 
visits prevailed upon the shopmen to 
Duy part of a large consignment of 
waste paper which he carried in a 
Dasket, ‘The compradore had reason 
to believe that the hawker made 
similar sales to other compradore 
shops, 

No, the hawker did not say where 
he got the forms from, and, indeed, 
the compradore did not trouble to 
examine the paper, merely putting it 
all In his store of parcels wrappings, 
He would, however, keep an eye 
‘open for ‘the hawker, who seemed 
to come around at regular intervals, 
‘and would then question. him. 


All the forms in the shop, incident- 

* ally, were flied out in 1933 by ar- 
rivals who had every reason to be- 
Heve that the information they were 
giving would be Kept a secret: There 
is no Passport Office In Shanghai at 
the -monient, s0 exactly who au- 
thorized the’ sales. of ‘these forms 
cannot be ascertained at the moment. 
But, as the police say, “enquiries are 
proceeding.”

: Regulations Announced 


HE Japanese Navy has now decided to permit the removal of 
Japanese-owned or foreign-owned cargoes from the Cen- 
tral and Lower wharves of the China Merchants Steam Navigation 


Company, formerly operated by 


the Chinese Government, which 


‘are now under Japanese naval occupation. 

‘These two wharves have hitherto been under prohibition as 
to entry and exit by any persons except those connected with 
the Japanese Navy for military reasons. 


However, with a view to providing! 
facilities for a speedy removal of 
eurgoos, there has been established 
“The Cargo Removal Committee for 
the Central and Lower Wharves of 
the Former C.MSN. Co. composed 
of the representatives of Japanese 
commercial, steamship and ware- 
housing companies in Shanghai. 

‘The Committee will engage in all 
the worl connected with the removal] 
of cargoes from the wharves referred 
to, The Committee has established| 
its head office at the Lower Whar 
ut as entry to this wharf can only’ 
be made with the special. permission 
of the Japanece Navy, a branch offce| 
hhas been established at the Japanese| 
Consulate-General. All 
with foreigners, such as the receipt 
‘of applications, dispatch of notices 
‘nd enquiries will be handled by the 
branch OMe 

‘The first period for the removal of 
‘cargoes will be from March 1 to 3t 
fnelusive and the removal of cargoes 
Will be effected in the order of; the 
Western Godowns of the Central 
Wharf, the Eastern Godowns of the 
some wharf and lastly the Godowns| 
of the Lower Wharves.

Third Attempt to Wreck “Hwa Mei Wan Pao”: 
Terrorist Shot Dead 


Guns blazed furiously from_ both] 
sides of Avenue Edward "VII on 
the evening of February 24 
as French and Settlement "police 
opened fire on a terrorist who 
had hurled a hand grenade into the 
‘ofices of the “Hwa Mei Wan Pao,” 
‘American-owned Chinese daily news- 
Paper, A bullet from a Settlement 


policeman finally found its mari, 
and caused the terrorist to collapse 
dead in the street. ‘This, one of the 
most dramatic of the many terrorist 


outrages which have startled Shang: 
hat in recent months, was the third 
attack on the offices’ of the “Hwa| 
‘Mei Wan Pao” within a few weeks. 

‘A Chinese detective constable at- 
tuched to the SMP., was injured in 
the leg by flying shrapnel, but never- 
theless whipped out. his pistol and| 
fired point-blank at the terrorist who 
‘was running for his life over to the 
Concession side of the street.

Considemble Damage 

‘The grenade went through the glass 
door leading into the newspaper 
‘offices, shattered all the glass, did] 
considerable damage in the office it- 
self and completely wrecked the 
barrieading which had been put up 
around the windows of the office to 
Protect it against further bombings. 
‘Mr, Hal P. Mills, editor of the "Hwa 
‘Mei Wan Pao", again escaped injury. 
Mr. Mills, it is understood, had left 
the office’ at about § pm. ‘This third 
attack is believed, as in the case of 
the other attacks, to have been, in- 
spired by pro-Japanese elements. The| 
attack was a sequel to a succession 
‘of threatening letters. which have 









been received from time to time by 
various members of the staff, inelud- 
Ing Mr, Mills himself. 

‘A. "North-China Herald” re 
porter who visited the scene of 
the bombing soon afterwards found 
the offices of the “Hwa Mel Wan 
Pao” covered in debris, Across the 
street, a clean hole through the wine 
dow of Frascat's Restaurant told of 
the police bullet which had missed 
tg mark. Next door, at Victor's 
Restaurant, an employee told of 
ja narrow escape. pointing to a hole 
{through the window of the establish- 
iment, Believed to have been caused 
by a bullet, the hole was but a few: 
feet from’ the chair where he had 
been sitting only a few seconds 
previously, Mr, Nielsen, the man- 
Jager, who was injured, was in the 
Happyland Cafe, opposite Jessfeld 
Park, on the fateful night when 
Japanese shells accounted for several 
men of the Ulster Rifles, and he 
himself was wounded on ‘that occa- 
sion, 

Second Outrage 
Closely following on the more 
serious attack on the “Hwa Mei Wan 
‘was a second terrorist outrage| 
fat House 5, Lane 56, Klaochow Road, 
the residence of Mr. L, % Yuan, 
formerly of the “Shanghai Evening 
Post,” who left Shanghai about a 
weel ago, The atlack occurred 
shortly before 7.30 p.m,, a potato- 
masher type of hand grenade being 
hurled against the back door. ‘Two 
panes of glass were broken, but no 
fone was injured In the explosion, 
Investigation Continued 

Detectives from Central Police! 
Station continued their investigation| 
of the third bombing of the "Hwa 
Mei Wan Pao,” on February 25. The 
hewspaper office was attacked on| 
February 24, when the Police 
sveceeded in killing the  bomb- 
thrower. several persons were injured, 
‘on both sides of Avenue Edward VIE, 
Including Miss Betty Wong, employ~ 
ed at Victor's Restaurant, across 
from the “Hwa Mel Wan Pao,” who| 
may lose the sight of one eye as a 
result of being struck by a glass| 
splinter. She is in the Country Hos-| 
pital. 

‘Mr, Einar Nielson, Danish, another: 
employee of Victor's Restaurant, was: 
wounded in the forehead by shatter 
ed glass but was able to return to: 
his “work after treatment at the 
Country Hospital. 

‘The attack, in which a potato 
masher type of hand-grenade was 
thrown, was similar to other recent| 
‘bombings of foreign-registered Chi 
nese newspapers not subject to sve-| 
cial censorship.

‘Monday, March 7, marks the be- 
ginning of Russian Great Lent It 
lasts for seven weeks and terminates 
with Russian Paskhe, (Easter) which 
this year falls on April 24. During 
{the Great Lent—and especially during’ 
the first, fourth and seventh weeks— 
Bolsterous merriment falls into the 
category of things “not done;” the 
‘opera, theatre and ballet close their 
doors, and their place is taken by 
church concerts. 

‘When religion came to Russia from 
Byzantium, church singing came with 
it The first church singers, prob- 
ably Bulgarians, were brought to Kiev 
by Prince St.” Viadimir, and with 
‘Traritsa Anna, Russia received 
her frst Grecian choir. As far back’ 
Jas in those days the osmoglasia system 
“eight vocal parts, started in the 
Eastern Church by John the Silver 
tongued in the fourth century, and 
perfected by John of Damascus in the 
eighth was already in vogue. Religious 
ireles in ancient Russia were well 
acquainted with church singing. and 
in the twelfth century came melodies. 
‘composed in Russia by Russians. The 
art of singing was taught in special 
schools, and on solemn occasions the 
people themselves took part Later, 
peace was disturbed by arguments in 
the higher circles of the church— 
arguments on whether to continue| 
singing as their grandfathers sang be- 
fore them, oF to bring in innovations. 
‘At last ‘Tear Ivan the Terrible, who 
hhimselt was a lover of church singing, 
and was not altogether ignorant of 
the composer's art, told the Conclave 
in 1851 {o reduce the length of services. 
‘and increase the amount of singing, 
and to open theological schools with 
compulsory courses in singing. In 
those days there were many talented 
masters of chureh singing, 


‘Traditional Methods 


‘The following are the traditional 
methods of singing in the Russian 
‘Orthodox Chureh: the znamenny (ban- 
ner) method, and the Kiev, Grecian, 
Bulgarian and Gerasimevsky” methods. 
‘The snny method is the oldest 
‘and richest in its melody and inner 
contents. ‘The struggle between the 
‘South-Russian. Church and the’ 
Roman “Catholic one, brought into 
being polyvocalism, hitherto alien to 
Orthodox singing. "In contrast to the 
deep throbbing of the organ favoured 
by the Roman Church—and that at- 
tracted the faint hearts among the 
Orthodex—harmony singing was 
‘started in the seventeenth century, 
propagated by Patriareh Nikon and 
patronized by Tsar Alexei Mi 
hailoviteh. In 1682 a choir from Kiew 
achieved great popularity in Moscow, 
fand soon Moscow, herself began pro- 
ueing composers and theor 

of this improved method. 


Malian Composers 


In the latter half of the eighteenth 
century” partesnoye polyvocal sing 
Ing began to be crowded out by con- 
cert singing, which had sprung up 
in Russia due to the work and in- 
uence of foreign composers—| 
chiefly the Italian composers. invited 
by Empress Anna Tohanovna . to| 
plant the Opera in Rt ‘Among 
these was Baltazaro Galuppi, 
former court composer, who in 1763 
was the first to compose religious 
music to Slavie words. Galuppi in- 
troduced the “concert” form, present. 
ing the composition in the Italian 
melodic-ariozo style, with various 
solos, passages, tills, etc. ‘This 
spread of melodious and (symmetrical) 
Tlalian concerts was greatly dided by 












































Yoshitada Kishinami transferred from. 
Nagoya, 


Especially famous in the eighteenth 
Jand nineteenth centuries were the 
Synod choir, the Imperial court choir 
and the choirs of Count Sheremetiev 
and Prince Troubetskoy. Of Russian 
composers of church music, the great. 
fest in this era were A. Wedel, 8. A. 
Behterev, S. 1, Davidov, M.S. 
Berezovsiky (who begins to'shake off 
the influence of the Italian school) 
and the far-famed D. S, Bortniansky. 
‘The latter was, from 1796, the diree- 
tor of the Imperial court chapel. 


First Censor 


In 1797 Paul T forbade concerts 
during the service, and in 1816 9 law 
was passed permitting the perform- 
ance of only those pieces that were 
approved by the director of the court 
chapel. Bortniansky was thus the 
first musical censor. “A. F. Lvov 
(1798-1870) was the restorer of the

Visa Difficulties

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FIRE BRIGADE ANNUAL REPORT 


Ambulance Service, Personnel, Evacuation of Stations 
and Workshops 


HE total number of ambulance calls recorded during ’the year 

in both the Emergency and Hospital Removal Branches of 
the Service was 10,153, an increase of 1,807 on 1936. It should 
be pointed out, however, that this figure is considerably less than 
the total number of calls actually handled by Brigade ambulances, 


‘as one ambulance was attached 


to the temporary Isolation Hos- 


pitals after they evacuated from Hongkew, and during the 


Cholera epidemic this handled a 


large number of additional calls 


under the direct control of the Hospital authorities, of which no 


record was kept. 

‘The Emergency Branch received 
6.088 calls during the year—an in- 
‘crease of 933 calls, oF 16.07% on 1936, 

‘This branch of the Ambulance Ser- 
vie has extended rapidly since it 
came under the control of the Brigade 
fon January 1, 1031—during which year 

- only 870 calls were received—and it 
has. been recognized for some time 
‘as a very important branch of the: 
Counell’s Emergency Services, being 
responsible for greatly alleviating the 
suffering of the large number of 
patients it was called upon to “handle, 
by ensuring that they received proper 
enre and prompt despatch to hospital 
for medical treatment,

Evacuation of Stations 
Point Sub-Station—At about Hrs. 
20.00 on August 13, it became neces 
sary (o withdraw the fire engine and 
‘Staff, who were all Chinese, from the 
Point Sub-Station, of the Yangtszépoo 
Division, on account of the fact that 
four Japanese field guns had opened 
fire from a position by the side of 
the Sub-Station, continuing fring for 
over an hour, The Station was closed 
fand the machine and staff removed to 
the Yangtszepoo District Station, the 
Sub-Station being later that day oc- 
eupied by the belligerent forces. 

‘Wayside Sub-Station—At about 
irs. 07.20 on August 17, as a result of 
the dangers in carrying out fire-fight- 
ing duties in the Wayside area, the 
machines (one fire engine and’ one 
‘emergency ambulance) and the staff, 
who were all Chinese. were with- 
Grawn from the Wayside Sub-Station 
fand assigned to duty at the Yangtsze- 
poo District Station. This Sub-Station 
‘was subsequently struck by a shell 
which, together with the fire which 
ensued, completely destroyed it, 

Hongkew District Station and Woo- 
sung Road Sub-Station—On the after- 
oon of August 17, it was decided to 
evacuate Hongkew District Station and 
Weosung Road Sub-Station, as they 
had been constantly under ‘shell fire 
during the night of the 16th and the 
former had been struck by shell fire 
on the morning of the 17th, ‘The fire 
engines and staff were assigned to 
duty in other Divisions. For 2% 
months “No Man's Land,” between 
the front lines of the belligerents, 
was only 400 yards from Hongkew’ 
Station and the Station suffered no 
Yess than 11 direct shell hits. The 
Staton was re-opened on November 
4. 

“Yangtszepoo District __ Stati 
Yangtszepoo Division, comprising the 
District Station equipment and staff 
‘as well as that of the Point and Way- 
‘ide Sub-Slations, was evacuated at 
about Hrs. 1820 on August 17, the 
situation in that area having become 
extremely grave, with constant shell- 
ng in the neighbourhood. 

‘On August 28, conditions having 
suMiciently improved, -Yangtszepoo| 
District Station was ayain cofmission- 
‘ed, with two machines, an emergency 
ambulance and a skeleton staff, trom 
which date it functioned effectively, 
attending many fires and saving an 
‘enormous amount of property in the 
‘Yangtszepoo and Wayside areas, 

Brigade Workshops and Stores— 
With the evacuation of Hongkew 
Division, essential stocks, stores and 
spares were removed from Brigade 
Workshops and Stores. 

‘The ovacuation of the above 
Stations was carried out in good order. 
‘and under normal discipline; the stalt 
‘concerned worked with coolness and 
eMfciency throughout the entire move- 
ments, although they were at times 
exposed to danger from shells ete.

out without casualties or other mishap.

Problem Not New 


In the rst place, the-pig problem! 
is not. a new one but has been. 
brought more forelbly to the atten- 
tion of the public since hostilities 
compelled the unloading of pigs on 
‘the Settlement and Concession Bunds. 
‘As there was no publicity when pigs 
Were’ unloaded at Changwhapang 
{Woosung), Yangtzepeo and Nantao| 
few. people were interested in 
of investigated the business. ‘The 
SisP.cA. has, however, Kept in 
touch with the matter for the past 
five years, the Inspector and Com- 
mittee members visiting discharge 
points, Inirages and slaughter houses. 
The Society ‘has been repeatedly in 
correspondence or consultation with 
the several authorities within whose: 
jurisdiction the matter lay, i. the 
interested munielpal departments of 
Greater Shanghai, the Settlement 
and the Concession, In the Seitie- 
ment our Inspector was given every 
foellity to inspect trucks for over- 
loading or other malpractice and per~ 
mission to visit private slaughter 
houses, all of which are under P.ID. 
supervision. In the Concession there| 
‘are no private abattoirs. 

By applying S.M.C. Motor Freight 
Vehicle Licence Clause (cond. 17 
‘ond 18) which provides respectively 
for the use of material to prevent 
slipping and against over-erowding 
the Inspector was repeatedly able to 
ebtain Police prosecution of offend. 
ers. Beside transport by truck a 
smaller number of pigs were brought| 
in by ‘wheelbarrow from the Western | 
district, Our Inspector and members 
studled this process, and our corres 
pondence with the Municipal Auth- 
orities recelved sympathetic _atten- 
Vion. In 1934 a humane clause 
(ond. 16) was added to the SMC.

‘Much Cruelty In Outside Areas 


Th the outside areas where hereto- 
fore all loading took place our In- 
spector met much eruelty which un 
fortunately the responsible Authorl- 
ties hhad not the means to check, the 
Chinese Penal Code having no| 
humane provisions re animals, though 
there is no reason this lack should 
not be met in part by licence clauses 
fas in other Chinese municipalities, 
‘The Society had repeated interviews, 
the co-operation of the China Society 
for the Protection of Animals, and| 
in ‘cortain departments obtained. 
4 sympathetic hearing. As a result 
the Inspector had permission to visit 
necessary areas at Woosung and Nan- 
tao and his presence checked some 
cruelty, ‘The use of sharp iron hooks 
for goading (several of which may 
hoe seen at the office) was the subject 
‘of correspondence leading to its efl- 
cia! banning and thus became a much 
reduced practice. The Greater. Shang- 
hal Police, at certain points, took sym- 
pathetic ‘action. ‘The plucking of 
bristles from live pigs by the coolies 
jin charge was investigated by the 
Soclety, the Inspector obtaining much 
evidence though here, again, the lack 
of legislation made it impossible to 
prevent the practice. The Chinese 
‘owners were the only parties legally 
entitled to bring action under the 
charge of “pllferage” and the Society 
had great -dimeulty in persuading 
them to do so. Several prosecutions 
did eventuate und the cruelly re- 
ceived’ some check. It will be re 
membered that certain sections of the| 
local Press attacked the SSP.C.A. at 
the time for persecuting coolies by 
removing thelr only source of pay- 
ment—an untrue statement ‘as the 
Judge found they were adequately 
pa 











The present Pig Problem falls into 
two divisions: 

‘() treatment prior to arrival at 

Seltlement or Concession Bunds and 

(2) treatment during’ unlosding 
transport to lairage or abbattoir in 
these areas. 


Loading at Nantungchow 

‘The Inspector made a visit of in- 
vestigation to Nantungchow to note 
‘methods of loading at that point and 
treatment of pigs en route. We have 
reason to believe that some of the 
dead animals seen unloaded at Shang. 
hal are the result of ill-treatment to 
which they may be subjected prior to 
loading on the vessels. The journey 
trom Nantungehow to Shanghai should 
take 8 to 12 hours which is not an 
unduly protracted period for the pigs 
to be kept unfed, or without water 
at this time of year. On occasion 
the vessels have been delayed by bad 
weather or lack of berthing space and 
the pigs have then obviously suffered 
as the mortality figures have shown. 
On occasion too the Society ronsiders 
the shipping space has ‘been inade- 
uate. 

On arrival at Shanghai, discharge 
being on the Settlement ‘or French 
Bund, unloading from the vessel, load. 
ing into trucks and transport over 
‘Municipal Roads Ig under the super- 
vision of. Municipal Departments. The 
Inspector has watched discharge and 
loading operations over a. period of 
two months, His notes show a steady 
decrease In the mortality rate. At 
times he noted great over-crowding 
which led to interviews and his sub- 
‘sequent visit to Tungchow. 

As pigs with broken legs or other 
Injuries which made it inhumane for 
them to be further transported were 
sometimes discharged from the vessels 
the Soclety considered these should 
bbe killed on the spot and our repre- 
sentation to the P.H.D. of the Seltle- 
ment was successful in this respect. 

‘On January 10 the Inspector was 
granted an interview by the P.ILD. 

‘On January 15 the Shanghal Muni 
cipal ‘Council published  Notiftation 
4909 which covers the inspection of 
pigs by responsible officers before un- 
Toading, a provision necessary for 
‘humane and public health reasons. 
Dimeulties of Discharge and Loading 
‘The dimeulty of removing pigs 
from deep lighters and of driving 
‘them up the ramps onto the trucks 
Is appreciated when the time factor 
Ig urgent, but the Soclety considers 
there. is" at times an unnecessary 
amount of beating. Flat lengths of 
bamboo are employed, and while if 
the flat surface is applied the ftexi- 
bility reduces the blow, too frequent- 
ly the sharp, inflexible edge is used 
with vielous’ force. 

‘The number of pigs per truck may 
be dimeult to regulate but the Society 
has on file an official statement that 
‘about 35 per truck Is considered cor- 
Feet. As transport facilities have been 
‘very dimeult because of the great 
demand for trucks, laoding in excess 
fof this figure has been noted, but 
provided ‘each pig had adequate 
Standing room no eriticism was made, 
Jas anyone who takes the trouble to 
watch will see that pigs herd together 
‘and foo much space would result in 
their being thrown about during 
rapid transport. However, the follow. 
ing Mgures noted by members of the 
Society, and tallying with the Cus 
tom's oMicer’s figures, were recorded 
fon Saturday, February 19, when piss| 
‘were discharged from the ss. Elsie 
Moller at the French Bund, in four 
trucks, 60, 70, 80 and 85 pigs respec 
tively. As the Moor space per truck 
was approximately 90 sq. feet, this 
gave between 1 and 1% sq. feet only 
Per. pig. An additional available 
truck’ was used for 24 pigs and car- 
ried fifty coolies returning to the 
latrages. 

‘The Society is aware that the Munt. 
cipal Authorities have been greatly 
hampered in the last few months in 
thelr efforts to deal with the problem 
In a satisfactory manner inasmuch as 
the food supplies of this vast city had 
to be maintained, and the necessity 
for the quick clearing of berths at 
the various Bund pontoons resulted in 
the overcrowding of trucks. These 
points are frequently overlooked by 
the general public and thelr eriticism 
of the Authorities in this matter is,

Education Estimates of Extraordinary:

eal Academy in Russia, and after 





sr| graduating from there he joined the 


Russian Imperial Navy, serving on 
H.MS. St. Andrei Pervozvanry in the 
Baltic Sea. The outbreak of the 

evolution found him in 
Kronstadt, where on February 19, 
1917 he witnessed the general siaugh- 
ter of naval officers. Later he went 
to Vladivostok, staying there until 
October 1922, when he went along 
with the first wave of emigration to 
Shanghal. Here he played a large 
part in public life, organizing with 
the late Mr. V. F. Grosse, sometime 
Russian Consul-General to Shanghai, 
the Russian Emigrants’ Committee and 
the Russian Naval School. In time 
he founded a church of his own in 
Route Vallon. 

‘The Very Rev. Dmitry Andreev 
will be buried in two or three days’ 
time according to the rituals of the 
Orthodox church. The first Requiem 
Service was held in the St. Andreev 
[Chureh at 9 a.m. on Feb. 21, conducted 
‘by Bishop Juvenalius and attended 
by the whole local clergy. The de- 
jceased is survived by a wife, a son 
and two daughters. ‘The Russian 
community of Shanghai is greatly 
geleved over his death, which is to 
them an irreparable loss.

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BRITISH FOREIGN. POLICY 
“Forgive and Forget’ 


‘To the Editor of the 
"Nowtu-Cutna Daiy News" 
‘Su,—How delighted Japan will be 
to learn that British: foreign policy, 
under Mr, Chamberlain's guidance, is 
not going to concern itself with the 
‘unsatisfactory past, but with the un- 
known future! That will make every- 
thing very easy for everybody—and 
1 Wonder whether British bankers 
will be equally accommodating and 
give up thelr foolish custom of in 
sisting upon references and making 
inquiries into one's past when asked 
for a loan? "The Times” said, in 
commenting upon Iialy's recognition 
‘of Manchoukuo, that act proved 
there fs a certain amount of honour 
among thieves, ‘and with Germany 
Joining in the ‘party, we must judge 

Hitler by the company he keeps. 

From the Prime Minister's speech 
in the House of Commons on Mon- 
day, it seems lkely that before long 
Britain will also recognize the "new" 
regime in Manchuria—and, generous 
ly forgetting that the actions ot 
Jopan “have mot been altogether 
‘satisfactory in the past, why not| 
recognize the new puppet “govern- 
ment” in Peking? 

If German diplomats are able to 
convince the Nationalist Government 
that recognition of Manchoukuo is 
really quite a friendly gesture, our 
diplomats should be easily capable 
‘ot convincing General Chiang Kal- 
‘shel that recognition of one or two 
other “governments” in China simply 
implies that Britain considers this 
"an essential factor in any general 
appeasement” of the Far Eastern 
situation, and in no way indicates 
‘any change In frlendly Anglo-Chinese 
yelations or any decline in British 
‘sympathy for China, 

‘Meanwhile, questions in Parlia 
ment about Japanese goods entering 
China without paying duty draw 
the stereotyped reply that representa~ 
Hons have been made by the British 
Ambassador in Tokyo, But with what 
‘effect? What does Mr. Hirota say in 
reply? ‘That he Js "concerned with 
the future, not the past"? Anyway, 
now that Mr, Eden has left the 
Foreign OMlce, perhaps the British 
Government—in "lis desire for 
appeasement of the Far Eastern 
situation and its wish to remove un- 
founded international suspicions— 
will cease Lothering Tokyo with em- 
burrassing " diplomatic representa 
tons, thereby clearing the way for— 
well, for whatever plans Japan hi 
in mind to make China safe for d 
moeracy.

CRUELTY TO PIGS 


And Sheep as Well

Sin—With reference to the letters 
which have been appearing recently 
about te plight of the pigs, 1 should 
appreciate mentioning one sight which 
T saw on Saturday at 5.15 in connec-| 
tion’ sheep. 

‘Just at the end of Avenue Edward 
‘by Chengtu Road, the bus passed a 
flock of sheep. ‘They were being| 
herded along by a bunch of coolies 
with long poles who were banging 
them across their backs every step of 
the way, with one leaping up and| 
down with both feet off the ground| 
‘at once, waving his arms and shout- 
ing, looking mad himself and quite| 
‘enough to send all the sheep mad. 
‘There were a couple of wheelbarrows 
following which had picked up those| 
who had fallen by the way, some of| 
them having fainted or already’ dead, 
and there was one hand-truck with’ 
‘some of them looking just like trussed 
up hundles of wool! They had 
‘obviously come a considerable dis- 
tance already, and from that. point| 
obviously still’ had a good distance 10| 
Ko, right across the city in all the 
trafiel 

Even’ if they can't find some means 
of transportation for these poor things, 
surely some means can be found of 
regulating the times they pass across 
the city so that they don't have to go 
just_when the heaviest trame is 
around? Also, surely it wouldn't be 
too dificult for the police, at every 
corner where they are passed, to just 
cast an eye over the plodding beasts 
to see that they ore being taken 
‘along in as calm and unexeltable a 
‘manner as possible? Some will im- 
‘mediately say they couldn't do that 
and wateh the traflie, but they manage 
to do it to chase odd rickshaws and| 
‘collect cushions, so could they do it ia 
this case with a firm word of 
authority. If that was done all the| 
way along, the coolies are naturally 
going to take all care possible, 

With regard to crossing the city 
during the rush hours, why can't they 
travel early mornings? It will prob- 
ably be said that they have to come 
long distances from the country so 
that they can't manage to arrive at 
that hour. “If so, is there no means 
whereby the Council, or a Society 
or a combine, could ‘obtain a sma 
plot of land on the main road fol- 
lowed, just on the outskirts of the. 
city, where they could rest up for a 
few’ hours and be fed and watered, 
‘and then continue thelr trip across 
the cily at a more convenient time 
There would be diMculties to sur- 
mount for a certainty, but if a sufl- 
cient number got together and tried 
to arrange it I feel sure that not only. 
‘one, but several small yards could be 
fixed up at the most needed sections 
at the edges of the Settlements. 

‘Turning from the misery of those 
exhausted and bewildered animals, 
the immediate sight was a truck of 
pigs, well over-loaded, with x coolie 
walking right over their backs from 
‘one side of the truck to the othe 
After ull the misery of a sea-trip, 
they are needlessly crammed one on 
top of. each other, and then have 
people walk on them! Isn't it suff- 
‘ciently important to warrant having 
‘a policoman stand by at the. spot 
where they are transferred trom ships 
to trucks; to see that only a regulated 
number ‘are loaded? It seems that 
some adjustment is desperately need- 
fed somewhere, as much of the misery 
is needlessly inflicted.

“Hell Drivers” Case 
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Helen Roberta Schooss, HE. 
Heinzerling and Miguel" Engel re- 
‘spectively in their actions for 


damages sustained by an accident 
‘during the “Hell Drivers” exhibition 
staged at the Shanghal Race Club 
lack on May 29, 1937. 

Five different plaintiffs brought ae- 
tions against the same defendants: 
Chrysler Corporation; China Motors, 
Fed, Inc, USA; Richard L. Acton 
‘and’ Neit Oidfeid. ‘The latier two 
defendants were employed by the 
Chiryster Corp. as exhibition “stunt” 
drivers known "as “Hell Drivers", 
their performance being designed to 
demonstrate the sturdy qualities of 
‘motor ears manufactured by the 
Chrystor Corp. 

‘The complaint of Mark 1, Moody 
and the action of Carl W.” Schooss 
‘were dismissed. Mr, Moody was “one 
the participants in the joint ad- 
venture” and in the opinion of the 
Court he could maintain no cause of 
action against his own corporation 
tunder the circumstances, and con- 
sequently he could have no cause of 
faction against company’s co-adven= 
turers. “In the case of Mr, Schooss, 
the Court ruled that he was a joint 
plaintift ina single action at. law 
with his wife and. there were no 
extra costs entailed inthe case by 
reason of his joiner, the Court hav- 
ing awarded full damages to his 

ife, who was the real party in 
interest, 











Judgment 

This is a, group of eases. commonly 
‘known as ‘the “Hell Drivers" cases, 
‘and one opinion will suffice for the 
iscussion of all. of them. Five 
different plaintins in four cases bring 
Jactions against the same defendants, 
to-wit, Chrysler Corporation, Chin 
Motors, Fed, Ine. US.A., Richard L, 
‘Acton and Neil Oldiield, for damages 
sustained by an necident at an 
exhibition staged by the said 
defendants and a British corporation 
and Mark L, Moody, Federal Ine, 
US.A,, in Shanghai on May’ 29, 1997, 
‘The piaintitts are Helen Roberts 
/Schooss and Carl W. Schooss, Marie 
TL. Moody, 11, E. Heinzerling and 
Miguel “Engel, ‘The facts of the 
accident were fully developed in the 
first ease tried, which was the ono 
brought by Helen + Roberts Schooss 
Jand Carl W. Schooss, The trials of 
the remaining three cases wore 
consolidated and the evidence was 
restricted to the injuries and damages 
sustained by each individual plaintiff, 
it having been stipulated that the 
‘evidence in the Schooss ease would 
apply to all cases, 

‘Tho important facts of the cases 
are as follows: In May, 1937, Acton 
fand Oldfield, who were employed by 
‘the Chrysler Corporation as exhi- 
bition “stunt” drivers, arrived in 
[Shanghai for the purpose of staging a 
show which they had performed 
many times in the United States and 
Jother parts of the world for the 
[Chrysler Corporation. ‘The two men 
were known’ as the “Hell Drivers” 
Jand thelr show was designed to 
demonstrate the sturdy qualities of 
motor cars manufactured by the 
Chrysler Corporation, Oldfeld. was 
“captain” of the team, ‘The per- 
formance followed a regular routine 
in which the men drove Dodge and 
Chrysler cars in unconventional and 
spectacular fashion. Among other 
events, the ears ‘were made to 
bbrosd-jump from the ends of ramps, 
made to go over ramps with two 
wheels on the ramp and two wheels 
Jon the ground, made to skid and roll 
over, made 10 skid and reverse, ete, 
It was stressed by defendants that. 
the performance was not offered 
merely as an exhibition of daring. 
Jand skiliful driving, but primarily as 
fan advertisement and demonstration, 
‘of the superiority of the cars used. 
However, the thrilling aspects of th 
exhibition were made quite apparent 
in profiise advertisements of the Hell 
Drivers exhibition and, certainly, the 
public was attracted to the exhibition 
by “its” dangerous and thrilling 
Jcharacter.

who were, in those days, a constant 
menace in the Eastern seas. 

In recent years, the Service has 
been reorganized ‘on naval lines as:

THE BORDER IN TOUCH 
By Tierax 


‘Those living in the distant interior these 
days are surely appreciating the excellent 
service rendered by the Chinese Post Citflec. 


‘That the service is carrying on and 1° :.:tain- 
ing such eMciency is simply marvell'a.s, and 
no doubt shows the extraordinary alility and 

energy of those quietly working Lehind the 
scenes. We had a letter from Dr. Bare, who 
lives. some twenty days west of us ‘in 
‘Tachienlu, a few adys ayo. Hz is the only 
Protestant missionary living directly under 
Lhasa rule. And he rhares this honour with 
Péro Nussbaum of t. > French Mission. Pére 
Nussbaum is resisting with all his German| 
pugnacity the ambition of the Tibetan 
authorities to levy taxes on mission pro- 
perty. ‘The Pére maintains he has never paid 
taxes to any authority so why begin now. 
‘The Lhasa authorities have heretofore not 
had the privilege of levying taxes on foreign 
‘owned property, so they say, why not begin. 
Dr. Bare is an American missionary and lives 
in vented property, France, Germany, China, 
and Tibet are all mixed up in this ixiterna~ 

“tional complication, Pére Nussbaum is | 
German in a French mission with a Chinese 
passport living in Tibetan territory. And 
how did all this come about? It reminds one 
very much of the difficult boundary question 
between Edinburgh and Leith in which some 
of the cemeteries extended from one side of 
‘the border to the other making it somewhat 
embarrassing to discover just exactly where 
the dead man lay. 





‘Some years ago when the boundary dispute] 
came up between China and ‘Tibet, the 
authorities of both states decided to make 
the Yangtze the dividing line, When this was 
done Pére Nussbaum found himself a mis- 
sionary in the Land of the Lamas. It was 
not, his. own choosing; circumstances over 
which he had no control forced it. When 
the Chinese administered the territory the 
Pére pald no taxes; when the new boundary 
line was drawn the priest found himself in 
the Forbidden Land and directly under Lhasa 
authority and subject to taxation. This he 
refuses to pay and stoutly resists the Tibetan 
authorities. 





‘As far as one can gather there seems] 
to be no court of appeal. If the Lhasa 
Government demands taxes or clear out, all 
this pugnatious pére has to do is wave the 
flags of Germany, France, Italy, and China in 
front of the Tibetan authorities: and what 
‘ean they do without a navy or an air force 
‘or mechanized units? Pére Nussbaum with 
his Chinese passport and German nationality 
‘and French affiliation and Italian Papacy, 
though only one ‘plecee man’ can defy the 
whole Tibetan army, It is a most interesting 
situation and the pére is not prepared to 
submit {o the Lhasa demands and pay taxes 
till he has received permission from all the 
governments concerned; and fortunately the 
governments concerned have no great love 


for each other. 


Pore Nussbaum is not ignorant of the fact! 
of precedent and some day another line may 
be drawn from east to west placing him 
either in Yunnan or Szechuen. ‘The Lhasa 
authorities have placed some good men at 
Yenching, the salt wells, where Dr. Bare and 
Pére Nussbaum are stationed, and these men 
have a wide knowledge of English and in- 
ternational customs, as well as being ac- 
quainted with the bag-pipes. Again, it may 
not be merely a question of taxes, ‘but the 
wider one of authority. When the Jews 
asked Christ if it was lawful to give tribute 
to Caesar it was not a question of money 
value but a matter of recognized authority. 
It may be that the Lhasa authority simply 
demand some recognition from the French 
mission and Pére Nussbaum, being Germar 
is not prepared to give it; and so one ‘piece 
man’ is withstanding the whole nation of the 
Land of the Lamas, Fortunately the pire 
is riot much disturbed, so goes on quietly. 
with his good work day by day. And the 
Lhasa Government is not distressed, so goes 
‘on with its collection of the salt tax day by 
day, Both parties believing, when times of 
peace come again, that some solution will be| 
found to the present impasse. 

‘The road south of \Yenching, towards 
‘Yunnan, is now infested with robbers, making] 
it very dificult for the mail-runner to get 
through, so the C.P.O. swings its service 
round by Batang enabling Dr. Bare to reach 
the coast and the states through Sikang and 
Hongkong. Dr. Bare in his letter said the 
road south had become quite impossible and 
‘was likely to remain so for some considerable 
time, Yenching has a small C.P.O.. which 
immediately redirected all mail matter 
through Sikang and Szechuen, thus keeping 
this lonély outpost in touch with rather a 
troabled world.

The) 
‘authorities in Nanking did much to reimburse 
him for his losses, ‘Tsewang was now return- 
ing to Bawang, probably a richer man than| 
he had ever been and with some hopes of 
rebuilding and reorganizing his lamasery. 
Poor fellow, we have no idea what his plans 
fare now, whether he will continue on to 
Danba or return to Tachienlu, And across| 
the wild and dangerous Dapao Pass travels 
the C.P.O, courier every week, often with a. 
small package, sometimes with a large 
bundle, Day in and day out, summer and 
winter, cold and rain—and the Dapao can 
frequently turn out a very nasty side. Pére 
Gratton was ‘cleaned out’ three times, the 
third time was on the high, windy, Dapao 
Pass, ‘The C.P.O. runner often passes these 
robber bands waiting for their prey, borrows| 
‘a match, enjoys a smoke, and passes on. His 
‘own personal safety lies in keeping his mouth 
shut very tightly, and this he is wise enough 
todo. Men may come and men may go, but 
he goes on for ever. War may disturb the 
ordinary course of events, but the brains and

Shortly afterwards the police 
Inspector and the prefect called on 
the slranger in their official robes 
‘and kneeling down before him per~ 
formed the full. ceremony in ac 
cordance with correct Court eti- 
quette. The young man who seemed 
fully acquainted with all the nice- 
ties of the ceremony received the 
homage with the greatest condescen- 
sion and, as they were taking the 
eave, informed them that ‘he w

Impostor Strangled 

‘The viceroy, needless to say, did 
mot dare to report the matter to 
Peiping, but had the — impostor 
strangled to death secretly in the 
Ba0l. ‘The police-inspector and the 
prefect were soon afterwards dis 
missed from their posts on other 
charges that were trumped up 
against them, 

‘This story, although, of course, it 
does not appear in any official or 
public records certainly bears the 
stump of truth, ‘The hesitations of

Mr. Bodde also writes a Historical 
Introduction to serve as a brief 
background of the history of China

In the author’s own Introduction 
he points out some of the difter- 
ences between Chinese Philosophy 
and that of the “West. fe admits 
that Chinese Philosophy is more 
concerned with the study of human 
nature (ethics) and the ways of 
Heaven (metaphysics) than itis 
with logic or epistemology, and most 
students of Chinese Philosophy would 
agro with this conclusion. He 
claims that Systematic Philosophical 
Systems ‘began with the period of 
Chun Ch’ (Spring and” Autumn 
722-481), a period in which great 
changes’ took place in China which 
led in the end to the collapse of the 
feudal system, and closed in the 
period known'as that of the Warring 
State 

He ‘has an intoresting chapter on 
Philosophical Thought Prior to Con 
fueius, and points out that as in the 
West, ‘philosophical though is frst of 
all of a theological nature. AN phe- 
nomena are explained by the activity 
of Divine Beings. Although — with 
the coming of the Hsia and shan 
dynasties the concepts of Heaven 
(Pien 3%) and God (Ti) uppear, 
yet there was no real weakening of

Confucius And Socrates 


When we come to Confucius we

compared to those of Socrates in the 
West, Both were chielly interested 
in moral conduct, and both may be 
said to belong

As he compares Confucius to Socrates, 
50 he compares Menclus to Plato, 
‘and the later philosopher Hsun ‘Tau 
to Aristotle, There does not appear 
to be as much force in the two latter 
comparisons as in the frst. ‘There is| 
this much resemblance however.

me right In this interesting subject. 

‘Dr. Hou, who has made an inten- 
sive ‘study’ of matters pertaining to 
diet and health, informs me that in 
fresh orange peel is to be found the 
elusive vitamines A., B. and C. There 
is no Vitamine D.” in orange peel. 
B, and C. contents can be released 
merely by boiling the fresh peel in 
water for a few minutes and then| 
leaving it to stand for a while. 
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Vitamin A. is more dimeult, and 
will only emerge under the Influence 
Jof alcohol. Consequently, the peel! 
soaked in alcohol will release: 
‘Vitamin A. Among other uses, this 
vitamin is successful in combating 
jeye infections, but it you have been 
in the habit of infusing orange peel 
In your cocktails, that is not  the| 
reason why you may at times have 
seen double. “It is also useful against 
skin troubles, and certain  gastro- 
Intestinal affections. 

‘Vitamin B. is successful tn com- 
bating beri-beri, while C. counteracts

‘But, it you are saving your orange 
peel for. the hospitals and camps, be| 
Eure that you deliver it as fresh as 
possible, a3 the vitamines have & way 
of. drying out as the peel dries. 
Properly dried and made air-tight 
some of the content remains, but| 
the fresher the better. 

Tt ia mainly as an_anti-scorbutic| 
that the peel is needed now, as the 
refugee diet is deficient in’ certain} 
elements necessary for good health. 
Befere scalding, the peel should be 
cut into small pieces. 


Oranges and Lemons 


‘The doctor informs me that there 
is more Vitarnin C. content in orange| 
than ia Iemon peels, and we learn 
that alt skin troubles respond to 
treatment of the vitamines A, B. 
and C. 

Tt was proved, of course, early in 
the last century ‘that fresh limes and 
lemons. were a corrective for scurvy 
which was so prevalent among sea~ 
men who were away from fresh 
supplies of vegetable for many weeks: 
fata time, and lived mainly on salt 
beet and biscuit.
